~Tho War in Europe, 

* Man proposes, but God disposes.'' 
How very strikingly has this been veri- 
fied in the present most eveutful war. 
Tbo oohoos of tbe Fronoh battlo-cry, 
" On to Berlin," had not yet died away 
in tbe valley of the Mosolle, when tbo 
about, " On to Paris/' waB raised by 
King William's victorious soldiery in 
tbo passes ot tbe Vo-ges ! Tbo grand 
army of France was to have rrntdo a 
nix weeks' march to Berlin. Tbo Army 
of Prussia mado an eight weeks' march 
to Paris 1 The announcement made by 
Napo'eon that he would it return to 
Paris a oorquoror or a corpao '» had 
aoarcely boon ropoatod in the BtreotB of 
the moiropolis ere he had laid his un* 
UB ed aword at tbe foot of King William ! 
Whoro is all this to end ? This crash 
of worlds, wbithor does it tend? Tbo 
dizzy whirl of tho most astounding 
events takes one's breath olotin away, 
leaving tho mOft profound and the 
met superficial thinkers upon a love! 
with our common exclamation, " What 
next i"' What next, indeed ! Are the 
dire consequences ot tbut fatal drink of 
Kms water to roll on until France shall 
have ceasod to bo numbered among tin? 
Great Powers ? Or is this mad fatulUl 
only marching to his own dosiruotion ? 
It, is said thai tho hereditary malady ol 
his family, which carried off bis father 
in a stale of religious mania nnd hi* 
brother as a hypochondriac, betray., 
itself in King William through nn in- 
conceiTablo worship of hi* place and 
prerogative. He I eliovos in tbe infal- 
libility of monnrchs as dovoutodly as 
Pius IX in the infallibility of Popes 
80 firm is his faith in the divine nature 
of his pobtliou that he keeps, and has 
for years kept, ft miuuto diary of every- 
thing which happens to him, and wuoti- 
ever any new enioiirency arises ha turns 
to his diary to toe what bo did, or did 
not do, on tho corresponding day in all 
tho provious years of his life i t now 
soventy-obrco years. But ovon Wil- 
liam may ye- have to learn the truth 
of tho proverb with which the present 
article commences, as many a proud 
monarch before bim has. What uow 
about tha anuoun f :>ment made at tbe 
beginning of the present war, that 
fought against a dyre :ty, not against 
Franco? Did not that dynasty fall 
at bis feot on the banks of the Mouse ? 
Why, then, aro biB armies beuoath the 
walls of Paris ? It may bo tha', re- 
garding tbe present merely in tho light 
of a Provisional Government, Kins 
William does not rocognizo tbe cud t f 
the Napoleonio dyuaf ty ; and it may- 
be lhat as this war was foroed upor 
him and so many thonsa ids of his sub- 
jects have been Bac 'fi c'J, bo may feel 
justified in taking the position thnt from 
P«ri« alone will he d'eta'e terms of 
peace to a nation which thought to 
dictate its torms to him from Berlin. 
Suoh h resolvo would not appear alto- 
gether unnatural; yet it may provo to 
be fatal. Should that marvelous run of 
"luck'' which has characterised the 
-war up to tho present timo continue un- 
checked, wo shall duubtlesi soon hear 
of Paris being in the hands of tho Pros- 
Bians; and then, indeed, may William 
make what terms it please th him. But, 
if it Bhould so turn out that ho has 
carried victory too far, and has passed 
lrom justifiable do r ense to unjustifiable 
aggression, is it not popsible that the 
God of Battles in whom bo professes to 
trust may yot bo found on tho side of 
the French battalions t Frauoe is hr.i- 
miliatod, but not annihilated; and the 
announcomeut tbut Prussia " will prose- 
cute tbo war iudwfatigably rather than 
abandon tbo idou of territorial aggron 
disement," is causing a revulsion ot the 
moral Beutiment of tbe world. Prussia 
is strong, and her needle-gun is un- 
erring; but oven eho cannot afford 10 
lose tbo moral support ot the oivilizod 
world. Bet King William have a care. 
Tbo " divine right " by which he pro- 
fesses to reign implies doing tho right; 
and neither God nor man will passively 
witness the saerifico of so many millions 
of unoffending people, the annihilation 
of a great and bravo nation for the sake 
of territorial aggrandisement. So long 
no Piussia lunght against an unjust and 
wanton invasion sho had the sympathy 
of all disintoroBied Christendom, do 
long aB «ho fights in order that her own 
peace and that of Europo may be placed 
on a more permanent basis, sho lias a 
right to count upon tho moral suppoit 
ot the nations. But tbo motnont these 
inotivos disappear, whenever tho war 
bscomes ono of pure Boll-aggrandisemeut 
tho wholo situation ia changed. Will 
the accession of Alsouo and Lorraine 
by Prussia contribute to tho mainten- 
ance of peace in Europe ? Will it tond 
to tho internal peace and well being ol 
Prussia herself ? Those aro questions 
to which Groat Britain appears to have 
returned a negative ansner. All Europo 
must return tho tmnio answer. The 
opinion was expressed iu thoso columns 
■ome weeks ago that tho establishment 
of Alsace and Lorraine into au inde- 
pendent territory, the neutrality ol 
which to bo guaranteed by all tho 
Gieat Bowers, would con.ai'.ulo tho 
bost security for the pence of Europo, as 
well as that of tho two nations now at 
war. Tho question uow arises whether, 
in offering indemnity lor the exp' nses 
of tho war, t'uo dismantling hi her 
frontier fortrossos, and tho reduction ot 
hor army mid navy, that is, a^uin* 
ing that sho really did make the 
affar Franco has not douo all that 



Prussia Ins a right to demand 
Tho present attitude of our own 
nation occasions homo surprise and mur- 
muring; bat, if we accept as reliublo 
tho announcement of Lord oranville 
having definitely stand to Thiers that 
tbo Quoon's Govorr nent positively 
deolinos to interfere, *v J should we not 
also aeeep , along with it the statement 
that it was absolutely e /tain that Thiers 
was at London without instructions, 
credentials 0.' any [ :>ver whatever of 
offering any guaiantoe on tho part of 
Franco ? It is most UtUural that Great 
Britain, in common with all the moti- 
archial powers of Europo, should regard 
with cspooial disfavor tho establishment 
of a Republican Govornmsnt in Franco ; 
yet wo aro extromely reluotaut to be- 
lieve that she will look on with sphinx- 
like indill'erenoo, should this torriblo 
war be pus'icd beyond those well recog- 
nized landmarks ol justico and humanity 
set up by all civilized nations.

Tours, Sept '20. — Tho fort ul Vincounes 
was blown up and destroyed, yestorday, by 
the French ; tho position beiug un'enable. 
It ia understood thero wcrospverol minor en- 
gagements outsido the fonifications of Paris 
yesterday. 

London, Sept 17.— Nows from Paris i« 
meagre and ocnlrudictory. Tho usual lines 
of oonneotion are iuteriupted. The northern 
railroad, leading from Orleans to Paris iB 
cut between Abloo and Jurisey, about eight 
miles south of Paris. At the latter placo the 
Germans planted a battery. Heavy firing 
has been heard in that direction, and il is 
thnnght u bailie ia in progrees. No details 
received.

The impression i« universal that Bhruk 
will bo ^ailffied with nothing le«s than con- 
cluding peace with tho German army with- 
in the walls ol Paiis. Too sympathy of the 
Be.Kians ia strongly o lavcr ol tbe Frenoh. 
It is well-known that thero aro 100,000 
li<btiug moil available in iho nothetn 
French provinces, but no one to orgariz i aDd 
lend tbora.

I wss away in tbe rl^ld and therefore 
cannot of my pcrsoial koonledge state what 
occurred. As his M.;jesiy alighted 1 heard 
that Bumarok uncovered his head and stood 
with cap in band and on a sign or reqa-si 
from tbe Emperor pot it on. The Count re- 
plied : ' Sire, I receive your Majesty as I 
would my own Royal Master.' There hap- 
pened to ba naar tbo place where tbe inter- 
view occurred, a few hundred yards onlside 
the town ol Donohery, the humble cottage 
ot a bandloom weaver of whom there ure 
numbers around Sedan. 

Bismarck lad the way and entered It. The 
room was not inviting, aud the great Conn' 
walked upaiairs. Thai apnrtmenl wax fi led 
wuh tha haudloom and app iacoea ol tbe 
weaver, so he deaoended and louo.i tbe Em- 
peror tilting on a atone outside. Two chui8 
weto brought out of the cottage; the Em- 
peror sat down in oue, Bismarck t ok the 
other nnd plaoed it on his Majesty's left 
hand side. 

The officers in attendance on their fallen 
master lay down at some distuueo away upon 
a small plat of grass ia frost of tho cottage. 
Tho conversation was Btrange, aud, as Count 
liismarck bas repealed it freoly— or the prin- 
cipal parts of it— no doubt it will be soon 
known and remain forever as bistotic. The 
great, point to be gained wai peace ; but, bo 
lar as bis Majesty was cenceriied, no assur- 
ance could ba gained by Bismarck. 

The Emperor stated that he has no power 
and could not negotiate for psace, and ceuld 
neither give orders to tha army, Bszaina or 
the Ministers. The Empress was Regent, and 
on her and her Miniatera must devolve tho ne. 
gotiations; so Bismarck thereupon remarked 
it was of uo avail to bold auy further conver- 
sation on political matters with his _aje8ty, 
and it would he ol no use to see the King. The 
Emperor desire 1 to seo tho King In person, but 
Bismarek declared it not possible to accede 
io bis Majesty's wishes till the capitulation 
had been signed. Then, as tbe conversation 
wits becoming rather dangerous, and as the 
situation was bsoomiug difficult on both 
6idcs, be ended it and the interview termi- 
nated. Tho Count went to see the King, and 
tbo Emperor withdrew to consult with his of- 
ficers.

The correspondent of the Nsw York Tribune 
writes from Sedan on tho 4th : — 

As soon as the French General was in sight 
the slender escort of cuiraasiera nnd dragoons 
wo had with us was drawn iu liuo two deep, 
behind the King; in the front of them the 6tafT 
and ten yards In front of them again stood his 
Majesty, King William of Prussia, to receive 
(iuneral Reilly. That officer, as we soon as- 
certained, was the bearer of nn autograph let- 
ter from the ICmporor Napoleon to King Wil- 
liam. The Emperor of the French wroio ns 
follows : 

' As I cannot die at tho hoad of ray army, I 
lay my aword nt tho foot of your J/ujosty.' 

Why Napoleon did not die as did thousands 
of his soldiifrs, sword iu hand with his faco to 
the foe, is not so clear. 

On leceipt of this most astounding letter 
there was a brief consult Ht ion belwocu tho 
King, the Crown Prince, (who had coma over 
from his Hill on the arrival ot tho flag of truce) 
Count Bismarck and Uenerals Von J/ollko and 
Von Roon. After a few minutes cousidera- 
lion the king ant down on a rush-bottomed 
chair and wrote a letter on another chair, held 
as a table by two aides-do-camps to the Empe- 
ror, begging him to corns next morning to tho 
King of Prussia's headquarters al Vendres, 

Early next morning I started for Belgium. 
As I rode along I suddenly camo, first on a lot 
of Uhlans, thon two figures in the prcon and 
gold Imperial livery. Directly behind them 
camo the traveling carriage of his Majosty,witli 
Napoleon ths Third on bit way to report him- 
self a prisoner at Kin* William's headquarters 
at Viendesa, a little village some eight miles 
from Sedau.
